TRANS-PACIFIC: WIRELESS:

UNSUCCESSFUL DIRECTLY, BUT INDIRECTLY 
INSTHUCTIVE, , 


Tein officially reported, saya the Japan Gazette,. 
‘that. the renewed wireless experiments between 
Japan“and Hawaii, which were concluded on 
the night of December 19th, proved unsuccess- 
fal, bat during the latest oxperiments the Japan- 
eso authoritios ascertaitied that there was only 
a space of 400 or 500 miles between the Japanese 
and Hawaiian wiroless ranges, The above fact 
was discovered by the Choshi station on tho 
night of the 19th at about eight o'clock, when 
the P.M: steamer Korez waa 2,750 milos off 
Cope Inuboye and.550 miles off Kokuh; Hawali. 
At that time the Choshi station clearly heard 
signals fromthe steamér, which was calling the 

okak station, The ‘oporationa on the Korea, 
‘which usés electric:power of five kilo-vatts, affoot- 
ed the Choshi station, brt no message could be’ 


received from'the Kokuh: station, the electric
